SUMMARY OF COMMENTS: The Air Pollution Control
Program (APCP) received four comments from the U.S.
Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) and two comments from
the American Automobile Association (AAA).

COMMENT: The EPA commented that this amendment intro-
duces the term qualified repair technician without defining the
term. Therefore, a definition should be included.

RESPONSE AND EXPLANATION OF CHANGE: The APCP
agrees and has added definition language in section (2) in accor-
dance with the APCP rule organization format. While adding this
definition language, the APCP discovered other terms that need to
be defined. Some minor rule language changes were made to
reflect added definitions and to update the rule format.

COMMENT: The EPA commented that the current rule language
indicates motorists must bring their vehicle to a state quality assur-
ance/waiver facility to receive a waiver. However, in Franklin
County, waivers are also issued at the emission inspection stations.
RESPONSE AND EXPLANATION OF CHANGE: The APCP
agrees and has amended the language in paragraph (3)(A)2. and
subsection (3)(C).

COMMENT: The EPA commented that the current rule language
indicates waivers will only be issued by the department represen-
tative. However, waivers are also being issued by station managers
and assistant station managers.

RESPONSE AND EXPLANATION OF CHANGE: The APCP
agrees and has amended the language in subsection (3)(A) and
added subsection (3)(D).

Due to similar concerns addressed in the following two comments,
one response that addresses these concerns can be found at the end
of these two comments.

COMMENT: The EPA commented that paragraph (2)(A)S.
includes the words safety/emission inspection station. Because the
emission inspection stations will not perform safety inspections,
the word safety should be dropped from this paragraph.
COMMENT: The AAA commented that paragraph (2)(A)S.
requires motorists to return to the original safety/emission inspec-
tion station. Since there aren’t any safety/emission stations in
Franklin County, the rule language should require motorists to
return to the original emission inspection station.

RESPONSE AND EXPLANATION OF CHANGE: As a result of
these two comments, the APCP has amended rule language in sub-
sections (2)(A), (3)(A) and (3)(C) and added subsections (3)(D)
and (3)(E) to clarify that motorists do not have to return to the
original safety/emission inspection station to receive a vehicle

waiver. Motorists can go to any Franklin County emission inspec-
tion station or a state quality assurance/waiver facility, provided
the vehicle was initially inspected at a Franklin County emission
inspection station.

COMMENT: The AAA commented that, in the private entity fis-
cal note, assumptions three and four led to all but one of the repair
technicians receiving ASE certification by the end of the Franklin
County emission inspection program. Given the number of techni-
cians in the St. Louis area and their percentage of ASE certifica-
tion, a certification rate of 30% would be a good projection.
RESPONSE AND EXPLANATION OF CHANGE: As a result of
this comment, the APCP has revised the private entity fiscal note
cost estimate. To assure that the cost of this rulemaking is not
underestimated, the third and fourth assumptions have been revised
to 30% of repair technicians obtaining ASE certification in the
first year, with an additional 5% every year thereafter. As a result
of these changes, the reference note at the end of the fiscal note no
longer applies and has been removed.

10 CSR 10-5.375 Motor Vehicle Emission Inspection Waiver

(2) Definitions.

(A) Initial emission inspection—An inspection consisting of the
test series that occurs the first time a vehicle is inspected in an
inspection cycle at a Franklin County emission inspection station.
The required test fee is collected upon an initial emission inspec-
tion.

(B) Qualifying repair—Any repair or adjustment performed on
a vehicle’s emission control system after failing an initial emission
inspection that is appropriate to the test failure.

(C) Qualified repair technician—any person who—

1. Is professionally engaged in vehicle repair or employed by
an ongoing business whose purpose is vehicle repair; and

2. Has valid certifications in National Institute for
Automotive Service Excellence (ASE) Electrical Systems (A6) and
Engine Performance (AS).

(D) Qualified labor costs—The labor costs that a qualified repair
technician charges for services rendered to a vehicle that fails its
emission inspection.

(E) Definitions of certain terms specified in this rule, other than
those specified in this rule section, may be found in 10 CSR 10-
6.020.

(3) General Provisions.
(A) A vehicle which has failed an emission reinspection will be
issued a waiver under the following conditions:

1. The subject vehicle has failed the initial emission inspec-
tion, has had qualifying repairs, and has failed an emission rein-
spection;

2. The vehicle operator has taken the vehicle to an emission
inspection station in Franklin County or a state quality assur-
ance/waiver facility and presented to the station manager, the assis-
tant station manager, or the department representative the emission
analyzer computer generated State of Missouri Vehicle Inspection
Certificate, stating that the vehicle presented has failed the initial
emission inspection and all subsequent emission reinspections;

3. The vehicle operator has presented to the station manager,
the assistant station manager, or the department representative all
itemized receipts of qualifying repairs; and

4. The station manager, the assistant station manager, or the
department representative has, to the extent practical, visually ver-
ified that repairs were made and parts were repaired/replaced as
claimed.

(B) The amount spent on qualifying repairs shall—

1. Not be less than seventy-five dollars ($75) for pre-1981

model year vehicles;
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2. Not be less than two hundred dollars ($200) for 1981 and
all subsequent model year vehicles;

3. Be inclusive of parts and/or labor costs paid for repair ser-
vices, where applicable. Qualified labor costs shall be applied
toward a waiver. For qualifying repairs performed by someone
other than a qualified repair technician, parts costs, but not labor
costs, shall be applied toward a waiver;

4. Not include the fee for an emission inspection;

5. Not include charges for obtaining a written estimate of
needed repairs;

6. Not include charges for checking for the presence of emis-
sion control devices;

7. Not include costs for repairs performed on the vehicle
before the initial emission inspection failure;

8. Not include expenses which are incurred for the repair of
emission control devices which have been found to be tampered
with, rendered inoperative, or removed; and

9. Not include costs for emissions repairs or adjustments cov-
ered by an automobile manufacturer’s warranty, insurance policy,
or contractual maintenance agreement. The emissions repair costs
covered by warranty, insurance, or maintenance agreements shall
be separated from other emissions repair costs and shall not be
applied toward the waiver cost limitations. The operator of a vehi-
cle within the statutory age and mileage coverage under subsection
207(b) of the federal Clean Air Act shall present from the manu-
facturer or authorized dealer a written denial of warranty coverage,
with a complete explanation, in order for this provision to be
waived.

(C) The vehicle operator shall present the original of all item-
ized repair receipts at an emission inspection station in Franklin
County or a state quality assurance/waiver facility to demonstrate
compliance with the qualifying dollar amount. The itemized repair
receipts shall—

1. Include the name, address, and phone number of the repair
facility;

2. Describe the repairs that were performed;

3. State the labor costs (where applicable) and parts costs for
each repair; and

4. Include the name (printed or typed), signature and if
applicable the qualified repair technician ID number of the repair
technician that performed the repair work.

(D) A waiver affidavit/authorization will be issued by the station
manager, the assistant station manager, or the department repre-
sentative upon determination that the sum of all repair costs as
determined from itemized receipts for parts repaired/replaced
and/or for qualified labor costs meet the established limits accord-
ing to subsection (3)(B) of this rule.

(E) If the conditions of subsections (3)(A)-(3)(D) of this rule
have been met, the station manager, the assistant station manager,
or the department representative shall affix the emission sticker to
the vehicle.

By the authority vested in the Missouri Air Conservation
Commission under section 643.050, RSMo 2000, the commission
amends a rule as follows:

10 CSR 10-6.120 is amended.

A notice of proposed rulemaking containing the text of the pro-
posed amendment was published in the Missouri Register on
September 15, 2000 (25 MoReg 2303-2306). Those sections with
changes are reprinted here. This proposed amendment becomes
effective thirty days after publication in the Code of State
Regulations.

SUMMARY OF COMMENTS: The Air Pollution Control
Program (APCP) received two comments from the U.S.
Environmental Protection Agency (EPA), Region VII and one
comment from the Ozark Chapter of the Sierra Club.

COMMENT: The EPA commented that the rule must include
stack emission limits that reflect the emission rates used in the
attainment demonstration modeling for the main stack, as well as
the two additional stacks serving Number 7 & 9 Baghouses and
Number 8 Baghouse.

RESPONSE AND EXPLANATION OF CHANGE: The APCP
agrees and has added emission limits in subsection (2)(B) for these
stacks that will be new to the facility as part of the overall emis-
sion control strategy.

COMMENT: The Ozark Chapter of the Sierra Club commented
that the proposed amendment would allow greater emissions of
lead from the main stack of the smelter, from 446.6 to 1361.9
pounds per 24 hour period. This increase is unacceptable and is a
violation of federal law. The company must be held to the current
level or lower. In addition, the EPA commented that this 1361.9
pounds per 24 hour emission limit is higher than that allowed by
the Primary Lead Smelter Maximum Achievable Control
Technology (MACT) Standard (40 CFR, Part 63, Subpart TTT).
RESPONSE AND EXPLANATION OF CHANGE: When con-
ducting the air quality analysis, the APCP chose to simulate
greater than expected emissions from this source. This was done
in an effort to be more conservative and model more emissions
than are expected to occur. It was also done to examine the dis-
persion characteristics of this tall source and to evaluate its impact
at some distance from the plant. For any calendar quarter the high-
est predicted impact at any receptor from the main stack, emitting
at the originally modeled rate of 1361.9 pounds of lead per 24
hours, was 0.14863 micrograms per cubic meter. This is less than
ten percent of the National Ambient Air Quality Standard for lead.
The modeling was also reviewed to determine the main stack’s
contribution to the highest receptor, the location and calendar
quarter at which the model predicted the highest overall lead con-
centrations. The model predicted this concentration as 1.456
micrograms per cubic meter. The main stack contributed less than
0.0001 micrograms per cubic meter at this location.

The APCP agrees that the proposed main stack emission limit is
less stringent than the one proposed in the Primary Lead Smelter
MACT Standard (40 CFR Part 63, Subpart TTT), which was
recently adopted by the Missouri Air Conservation Commission
(10 CSR 10-6.075, effective December 30, 2000). The form of the
MACT standard is quite different from the traditional pounds of

emissions per 24 hour basis. In the MACT standard the aggregat-
ed lead emissions from the air pollution devices for the following
processes are limited to 500 g/Mg of lead produced (1.0 Ib/ton of
lead produced): (1) Sinter machine; (2) Blast furnace; (3) Dross
furnace; (4) Dross furnace charging location; (5) Blast and dross
furnace tapping locations; (6) Sinter machine charging location;
(7) Sinter machine discharge end; (8) Sinter crushing and sizing
equipment; and (9) Sinter machine area. This form provides a slid-
ing limitation that is based on production, not simply an emission
rate.

Using this method of considering all of the controlled emissions,
a calculation of the main stack emission rate was made such that
the rate would be in compliance with the Primary Lead MACT.
This calculation was based on a) the highest 12 months of produc-
tion over the last 35 months, b) an average copper dross produc-
tion rate, c¢) an assumed seven day down period for annual shut-
down, and d) a ten percent normal variation. This calculation
yielded a maximum emission rate of 794 pounds of lead per day,
and this rate was incorporated into the revised attainment demon-
stration.

In addition, for the attainment demonstration the main stack was
modeled using EPA’s Good Engineering Practice stack height,
which for this stack was 315 feet. The actual stack height is 550
feet, which will introduce even more dispersion than the model
considered. This adds another layer of conservatism into the
model.

It is important to note emissions are not expected to significant-
ly increase from the main stack, only that the allowable emission
limit is increasing. Nevertheless, the APCP understands that the
proposed amendment made it appear that emissions from the main
stack would nearly triple. To solve this misunderstanding, lan-
guage in the rule was changed to make the main stack emission
limit congruent with the limitation in the MACT standard. On a
pounds per 24 hour basis the new limit will be 794 pounds per 24
hours, as based on the calculation discussed above.

It is also important to note that the overall emission reductions
expected as a result of this control strategy is approximately 60
tons of lead per year.
